GRANITE CITY — Rather than wait for 
Wal-Mart, a city committee has unveiled a new 
~ plan for downtown redevelopment. 

The plan, released Thursday night, calls for the 
city to seek two-year options on all 74 properties 
within a 6-block area bounded by 18th Street, Edi- 
son Avenue, 20th Street and Madison Avenue. 

Second Ward Alderman Jim Miller, chairman of 
the Downtown Committee, presented the plan at a 
meeting with 36 downtown property owners. All 
property owners in the 6-block redevelopment area 
were invited to attend. 

Miller said despite extraordinary efforts, the 

committee had not been able to attract a Wal-Mart 
store. The city, he said, is not willing to give up on 
the redevelopment. — 
The plan also calls for the city to continue the 
street cape program currently under way on 
Niedringhaus and Delmar avenues and hiring an 
inspector who will concentrate on sanitation and 
building code development throughout the 233-acre 
Tax Increment Financing dis-

Report: Prisons spilling over 


Director Michael P. Lane of 
the Department of Corrections 
reported that the adult popula- 
tion stood at 24,141, 33.4 percent 
above capacity, as of Nov. 3. 


Lane said 313 adults entered 
the system while 220 were 
released. The adult system of 21 
prisons and 10 community cor- 
rectional centers was designed 
to accommodate 18,100, including 
150-at the new 728-bed Illinois 
River Correctional Center in 
congo that opened Oct. 21, he 
said. 


“The new prison at Canton 
could be fully double-celled and 
beyond just with the 1,565 
inmates who have been sent to 
prison since July 1, the start of 
Fiseal Year 1990,”’ Lane said. 


Lane said efforts to locate 
prison work camps in Menard 
and Ogle Counties have been ter- 
minated. ‘‘We have listened to 
the people and their elected rep- 
resentatives. There is substantial 
opposition to locating new work 
camps in the areas even though 
it would mean a boost to the 
local: economies and an infusion 
of new jobs. The department will 
continue to look elsewhere to 
build work camps, which provide 
freé inmate labor for projects 


that cannot-get-done due to bud-— 


getary restraints on local gov- 
ernments,’” Lane said.

To the editor: 

In a Sunday article regarding library book- 
mobile services, it is interesting that the 
Granite City Public Library officials and the 
school district ‘‘found” that the service was 
paid for through a grant the library received 
earlier this year. 

It is interesting because this is part of 
what the Village of Pontoon Beach “‘found” 
last winter. 

The village also ‘‘found,’” at that time, 
that the Granite City Library officials were 
planning to raise the non-resident user fee to 
as mu as $50 (it has recently been. raised 
to $43). 

In addition, it was ‘‘found”’ that the library 
was applying for a grant that would include 
all of School District 9 in a new library tax- 
ing area. The Village of Pontoon Beach 
includes residents in the Collinsville and 
Edwardsville school districts as well as in 
Granite.

The library began the year with a cash 
balance of $206,304. Its income was $622,361, 
of which $574,625 comes from property taxes. 
The Granite Library has 30 employees who 
received salaries of $320,093.35. 

It spent $46,255 on books; this is only 13 
percent of the total budget. At the end of the 
year, the library had a cash balance of 

This means the cash balance increased by 
$26,665 in the last year. Why, then, did Gran- 
ite City Library raise its non-resident user 
fee to $43 just before an election scheduled in 
Pontoon Beach? 

It hardly seems reasonable that a non- 
prone agency needs to further increase fund 

lances by additional user fees. Besides tax 
revenues, user fees, fines and fees, and pho- 
tocopying fees that the library collects, it 
also received a grant of more than $100,000 
during this year. 

This money was designated to expand the 
services of the library. 

In contrast, the library has increased its 
charges and has attempted to restrict its 
bookmobile services. 


It is apparent that this effort is directed at 
the Village of Pontoon Beach, since Granite 
City Library and public officials realize that 


“the great growth in our area is creating the 


most obvious place to search for a greater 
tax base. 

Sunday’s article also stated that “Library 
officials and the school district are currently 
awaiting a legal opinion from the state as to 
how they may proceed ...” with the bookmo- 
bile service next semester. 

It is clear how they must proceed. 

The school district, which should be pro- 
viding a school library in each school build- 
ing, cannot discriminate against any of its 
students. 

The school district cannot allow one stu- 
dent the opportunity to read a book or use a 
service and prohibit another student from 
the same service or the same book. 

If the school district has not provided the 
required and necessary library services 
(which are paid for through our school tax- 
es), then the school must provide the library 
service by contracting with a provider. 

This is not the problem of the individual 
parent or student. 

This is not a problem created by Pontoon 
Beach. 

It is the duty of the school system to pro- 
vide adequate library facilities and services 
for any student in that system, whether the 
student lives within the boundaries of a 
library district or not. 

Every student in the school district has the 
right to every service that any other student 


receives or may receive.

AUGUSTA, MO. — A lot of people commute ‘to 
work. Like crabs moving in and out with the tide, 
they head mornings for the city and evenings for 
the "burbs. 

But Lucian Dressel drives against the tide, 40 
miles west from Ladue to the tiny town of Augus- 
ta. The Granite City native is the proprietor of the 
award-winning Mount Pleasant Winery. 

This is a workplace with a view to kill for, 
perched on sloping bluffs above the Missouri River 
off Highway 94. Beyond the vineyards, the orange 
specks down in the valley are pumpkins left rot- 
ting by a farmer who over-estimated the Hallow- 
een market. 

Dressel, 49, bought the winery, established in 
1881, in 1966. In recent years, it has produced the 
best wines in Missouri in the estimation of those 
who judge the wines at the Missouri State Fair. 
Mount Pleasant vintages have won the top honors 
five of the last seven years and this year won five 
of the 10 gold medals. - 

This summer, a Mount Pleasant port wine won a 

‘old medal at the International Wine and Spirits 

‘competition Ltd. in London — the moar presti: 
gious wine contest in the world, Dressel said. 

Moreover, on Saturday, Nov. 18, in ceremonies 
at the Westwood Country Club, Dressel is sched- 
uled to be sworn in as a ‘‘Supreme Knight of the 
Brotherhood of Knights of the Vine.”’ 

The London medal signals a partial return to the 
glory days of Missouri wine country.

Lucian Dressel remembers how he was “‘infatu- 
ated by the first grapevine I ever saw,”’ at age 14. 
He grew his first grapes at age 19 in his yard at 
2615 Delmar Ave. 

“They -did pretty. well, surprisingly,” he said, 
because the soil in Illinois bottomland is not classi- 
cal grape soil. Most good vineyards are on hill- 
sides near rivers, with southern exposure and 
light, and sandy soil called loess. 

And therein lies a tale. By 1965, Lucian had 
tired of working as an accountant at his father’s 
dairy. 

Gra} are like horses, he said. People with a 
thing for horses never get it out of their systems.

He and Eva decided to buy or start a winery. 
They looked at sites near Edwardsville and Col- 
linsville.

FBI statistics suggest that 
nine of 10 rapes of adults are 
never reported to police.

Haine said he believed the 
increases are the result of a 
“general breakdown in tradition- 
al mores and restraints.” 


Accordingly, he said law 
enforcement alone can’t combat 
the problem. “Churches and syn- 
agogues have to reorient their 
people back to traditional 
mores,”’ Haine said. 

Regarding sexual abuse of 
children, Haine said, ‘‘These 
kinds of cases are absolutely, 
totally out of hand. They are a 
disgrace to any organized, civi- 
lized society. Some days we 
almost think it is overwl ing. 
These cases are horrendous. It is 
hard to believe what some peo- 
ple are doing to children.’’

EDWARDSVILLE — For the 
first time in recent memory, the 
Madison County Board was 
deeply split when it voted on its 
new budget Wednesday. 

The budget squeaked by 14-13. 

The discussion before the vote 
turned angry -at times and 
sparked several unsuccessful 
amendments to scale back 1990 
county spending. 

The $65,930,708 total:budget for 
fiscal 1990 reflects an increase of 
$11.6 million over the current 
budget year that will end Dec. 1. 
It calls for a 19 percent increase 
in next year’s property tax levy. 

Although the tax rate will not 
be known until next spring, it is 
expected that the rate will 
increase by about 10 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

This would be about a $20 
increase in taxes for the owner 
of a $60,000 home, according to 
County Director of Administra- 
tion James K. Monday.

the finance committee, said that 
$8 million of the $11.6 million 
increase is ‘‘temporary, due (to 
the construction of the county’s 
administration building and ren- 
ovations to the courthouse.”” 

The cost of repaying the bonds 
for this project adds"$840,000 and 
retirement costs, said Little. 

Negotiated wage rates and 
health insurance rate increases 
add another $1.8 million.

Little said that 98 percent of 
the increase that property tax- 
payers will see next year in the 
county tax levy are the result of 
state-mandated increases in 
retirement payments and Social 
Security increases.

Bush repeals employee health law 


WASHINGTON — President 
George Bush signed legislation 
recently that repealed a conten- 
tious employee health benefits 
law, capping a major lobbying 
campaign waged by Congressio- 
nal foes and special interest 
groups that combined to kill the 
measure. 

Bush, moving less than 12 
hours after Congress completed 
work, signed a bill that included 
both repeal of the controversial 
Section 89 law and a critical 
increase in the federal debt ceil- 
ing to $3.123 trillion. 

The Section 89 law was part 
the 1986 Tax Reform Act and 
contained provisions mandating 
the allocation of health benefits 
to a wide cross-section of 
ee ees in a nondiscriminato- 
ry fashion. 


While simple in:theory, the 
law inspired a backlash from the 
small business community and 
its allies in Congress, who 
claimed the bill saddled compa- 
nies: with exorbitant compliance 


The debt ceiling increase was 
viewed as a ‘‘must-pass” mea- 
sure to avert default-by the U.S. 
Treasury. The looming financial 
threat offered Section repeal 
advocates the chance to tack it 
to the debt measure and ensure 
its passage. 

Because the popular repeal 
measure was coupled with the 
debt increase, many lawmakers 
found themselves torn between 
the two issues. 

Jerry Costello, 
D-2ist District, previously voted 
to repeal Section 89, but later 
decided to vote against the debt 
issue hoping that Section 89 
would come up again.
